No fruits of modern invention gen- 
lus are more fascinating than hundreds 
of ‘witches and clocks recently pa- 
tented.

to be taken away. I felt that a new

The 
effect was very pleasing, and when the 
old geld lining was fastened to it the 
portiere was a genuine success. Th 
length was sufficient to allow & 
twenty-inch Iambrequin at the top. 
If your old cover has a worked border 
itis best to remove it asthe silk takes 
a different shade when dyed, even

THE ELEPBANT AS A LABOURER 
Mie Great Strength Useful in the Forests 68 
British Burmab. 


To the forester and timber merebaus® 
the elephant's prodigious strength rea- 
ders him invaluable, for he is one of 
the most obedient and patient of lab 
orers, says a writer in London “Sketch.” 
Though 2500 rupees is considered a hig 
price for a first-class “timber ¢lee 
phant,” I have known a tusker of irre 
Proachable character to go for 1500 rue 
Pees. He is chiefly employed in the 
great teak forests of British Burmalt 
The elephant is also put to dragging 
artillery and traneport wagons, but it 
is in recesses of the foresis where his 
Services are indispensable. as he is fre 
quently required to bring huge logs 
from almost inaccessible heights to the 
margin of a stream, whence the timber 
is floated down to the depots. It is & 
radical error to suppose that the ele 
phant, in exerting his strength in tbe 
moving of timber, employs his trunk. 
He is far too careful of injuring it. 
What he really dues is to seize the rop@ 
attached to the log in his teeth; he 
then passes it over his strong tusks, 
exiplogiva them as a fulcrum. and the 
only use he wakes of his trunk is jus 
to steady the log. The trunk is a very 
wonderful organ ; it consists of no less 
than 40,000 muscles, so that it can be 
twisted in amy direction, and its olfac 
tory powers are extraordinary—one ele- 
phant will wind another a couple 
miles away—while ite sensitiveness 
extreme. ‘The elephant possesses ver 

CHARMING CHARACTERISTICS 
and makes a very pleasant companio®, 
For ove thing he is not wail mislaid, 
ami he is very obedient to the slight- 
est hint given by his mahout. In spe 
he is scarcely a record breaker, but be 
can get over the ground in his sbuffling 
way at the rate of fifteen miles an hou? 
when he likes. There is one thing that 
he is not—he is net a really clever ant 
mal, in spite of all the tales in story 
books to the contrary, otherwise he 
would not suffer himself to be so eagily 
captured in the kheddahs, the huge fore 
est inclosures into which the hunters 
drive the herds of elephants for the 
pu s of capture. 

All the actions which are apparent- 
ly Spontaneous on the part of the works 
ing elephant are really performed at 
the bidding of his mahout. The driver 
on his neck directs every movement 
by pressure of the knee, and, as the 
man’s knees are concealed under the 
elephant’s ears, it is very easy to lume 
agine that the elephant thinks for him- 
self. When the mahout elects, for @ 
change, to sit om the saddle, or ad 
he drives with his feet, and the du leaf 
eve can detect how a rub of the hee 
on the right shoulder turas the ele- 
phant tot left and vice versa. After 
this tractability, his gentleness is the 
jelephant's most marked characteristic. 
| No animal in man’s service Is so CUr- 
_iously careful where he puts his feet, 
land one might really suppose he was 
l conscious of the disastrous consequences 
iwhich would follow misipplication of 
‘their ponderous weight. The mahou€ 
takes cruel advantage of his dispoai- 
| tion sometimes; he thrashes him on tbe 
itoe-nail with @ billet of wood, or—if 
free from discovery by his European 
master—pricks his trunk with a spear 
‘until blood flows. The elephant might 
seize and crush, his tormentor out of 
human shape without difficulty, but bis 
only acknowledgement of the punish-

known to retaliate, save whan if must}
